NOTICES  REGARDING  MEAT  INSPECTION 

EXPORT  CERTIFICATES  FOR  MEATS  DESTINED  TO  CUBA 

The  bureau  is  in  receipt  of  official  advice  that  the  Cuban  Government  now 
requires  meat  and  meat  food  products  exported  to  the  Republic  of  Cuba  to  be 
accompanied  with  a  certificate  of  the  country  of  origin.  Accordingly  regular 
export  certificates  shall  be  issued  in  the  future  for  all  meat  and  meat  food  prod- 
ucts destined  to  that  country. 

FRENCH  EQUIVALENT  FOR  WORD  "CASINGS" 

Referring  to  circular  letter  No.  1567,  relative  to  the  execution  of  M.  I.  Forms 
167  and  169  for  animal  casings  destined  to  France  and  Algeria,  the  word  "boy- 
aux"  should  be  used  as  the  French  equivalent  for  the  word  "  casings. "

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ANIMAL  CASINGS  OF  FOREIGN  ORIGIN 

Certificates  required  by  B.  A.  I.  Order  305  and  instructions  issued  thereunder, 
which  bear  the  official  title  of  the  high  official  of  the  foreign  country  as  specified 
below,  will  be  acceptable  with  animal  casings  offered  for  importation  into  the 
United  States. 

The  certificates  must  also  bear  the  signature  of  the  high  official  of  the  national 
government  having  jurisdiction  over  the  health  of  animals  in  the  foreign  country 
in  which  the  casings  originated,  but  owing  to  the  fact  that  the  high  officials  are 
changed  from  time  to  time  it  is  impracticable  to  publish  their  names.

SAUSAGE  FOR  EXPORT  TO  SWITZERLAND 

The  bureau  is  in  receipt  of  official  advice  that  a  recent  decree  of  the  Govern- 
ment of  Switzerland  prohibits  the  importation  of  sausage  prepared  from  frozen 
meat.  Accordingly  inspectors  will  see  that  sausage  prepared  only  from  meats 
which  have  not  been  frozen  is  certified  for  Switzerland,  and  that  the  following 
statement  is  added  to  the  export  certificate:  "No  frozen  meat  has  been  used  in 
the  preparation  of  this  sausage." 

INSPECTION  OF  CATTLE  HEARTS 

Referring  to  notice  under  the  caption  "Inspection  for  Cysticercus  bovis,"  on 
page  26  of  Service  and  Regulatory  Announcements  for  April,  1927,  the  instruction 
contained  in  the  paragraph  entitled  "Heart"  is  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

"Heart. — The  preparation  and  inspection  of  hearts  shall  conform  to  one  of 
the  following  methods: 

"  Method  No.  1:  The  surface  of  the  heart  shall  be  examined,  and  a  longitudinal 
incision  made  extending  from  base  to  apex  through  the  wall  of  the  left  ventricle 
and  the  interventricular  septum,  after  which  the  cut  surfaces  and  the  inner 
surfaces  of  the  ventricles  shall  be  examined. 

"Method  No.  2:  After  the  external  surface  of  the  heart  has  been  inspected 
the  organ  shall  be  prepared  for  further  inspection  by  an  establishment  employee 
severing  its  attachments  and  cutting  through  the  interventricular  septum  and 
such  other  tissues  as  will  permit  him  to  evert  the  organ  completely.  The  inspec- 
tor shall  then  examine  the  interior  surfaces  and  make  not  more  than  four  deep, 
lengthwise  incisions  into  the  muscles  of  the  septum  and  left  ventricular  wall, 
unless  the  presence  of  cysts  is  suspected,  when  more  incisions  shall  be  made. 
Under  this  method  care  shall  be  taken  not  to  cut  completely  through  the  walls 
of  hearts  to  be  passed  without  restriction.  If  necessary  to  maintain  the  identity 
of  hearts,  the  establishment  shall  provide  consecutively  numbered  tags  and 
appropriately  mark  the  carcasses  and  hearts." 

EXPORT  CERTIFICATE  FOR  ALGERIA 

A  special  form  of  certificate  is  required  by  the  government  of  Algeria  for 
products  exported  to  that  country.  Accordingly  blank  certificates,  M.  I. 
Form  169,  Sanitary  Certificate,  will  be  furnished,  temporarily  mimeographed  in 
both  English  and  French.  In  issuing  this  certificate  it  shall  be  fully  executed 
and  signed  on  both  sides  of  the  sheet. 

Hereafter  M.  I.  Form  169  shall  be  issued  for  each  consignment  of  meat  or 
meat  food  product  destined  to  Algeria.  In  addition  the  regular  white  meat- 
inspection  certificate  shall  also  be  issued. 

Hereafter  M.  I.  Form  169  shall  be  issued  in  duplicate  for  each  consignment  of 
animal  casings  destined  to  Algeria.  Such  casings  must  be  derived  only  from 
animals  which  have  been  United  States  inspected  and  passed.  When  necessary, 
inspectors  will  require  affidavits  from  exporters  covering  the  origin  of  animal 
casings.  The  duplicate  copy  of  the  certificate  issued  for  animal  casings  should 
be  forwarded  to  the  Washington  office.

PROCEEDINGS  UNDER  PACKERS  AND  STOCKYARDS  ACT 

Docket  No.  265. — In  re  C.  E.  Burtless,  dealer,  Union  Stockyards,  Chicago,  111. 
Notice  of  inquiry  issued  December  7,  1927,  alleging  failure  to  comply  with 
bonding  regulation.  A  hearing  was  held  on  January  4,  1928.  Shortly  after  that 
hearing  respondent  discontinued  purchasing  livestock  and  was  not  engaged  as  a 
dealer  from  that  time  until  recently.  On  August  21,  1928,  he  filed  a  bond  which 
is  satisfactory  to  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry.  Accordingly,  on 
October  27,  1928,  the  case  was  dismissed. 

Docket  No.  272. — In  re  Howard  Otten  and  C.  L.  Gallagher,  dealers,  St.  Joseph 
Stockyards,  South  St.  Joseph,  Mo.  Notice  of  inquiry  issued  May  3,  1928, 
alleging  use  of  certain  unfair,  unjustly  discriminatory,  and  deceptive  practices 
and  devices  in  handling  livestock  in  commerce.  A  hearing  was  held  on  June  18, 
1928,  at  which  time  all  parties  appeared.  In  order  to  establish  the  charge  of 
conspiracy,  it  is  necessary  to  show  that  both  parties  acted  with  joint  knowledge 
and  intent.  The  record  fails  to  show  that  respondent  Otten  had  such  knowledge 
and  intent;  therefore,  the  case  was  dismissed  on  October  3,  1928. 

Docket  No.  278. — In  re  William  Sonner  and  C.  L.  Gallagher,  dealers,  St.  Joseph 
Stockyards,  South  St.  Joseph,  Mo.  Notice  of  inquiry  issued  May  3,  1928, 
alleging  the  use  of  certain  unfair,  unjustly  discriminatory,  and  deceptive  practices 
and  devices  in  handling  livestock  in  commerce.  Answers  were  filed  by  the 
respondents  and  on  June  18,  1928,  a  hearing  was  held.  On  October  3,  1928,  a 
cease  and  desist  order  was  issued,  respondent  Sonner  suspended  from  registration 
as  a  dealer  for  a  period  of  30  days,  and  respondent  Gallagher  suspended  from 
registration  as  a  dealer  for  a  period  of  one  year. 

Docket  No.  276. — In  re  Otto  Grote,  dealer,  St.  Louis  National  Stockyards, 
National  Stockyards,  111.  Notice  of  inquiry  issued  August  2,  1928,  alleging 
insolvency.  A  hearing  was  held  on  August  28,  1928.  On  October  3,  1928, 
respondent  was  suspended  from  registration  as  a  dealer  for  six  months,  with 
leave  during  said  period  to  apply  for  revocation  of  this  suspension  upon  a  showing 
satisfactory  to  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  that  he  is  then  solvent. 

Docket  No.  277. — In  re  D.  B.  Darnell,  market  agency  and  dealer,  Belt  Railroad 
&  Stockyards  Co.,  Indianapolis,  Ind.  Notice  of  inquiry  issued  September  20, 
1928,  alleging  failure  to  comply  with  bonding  regulation.  On  October  2,  1928, 
respondent  acknowledged  service  of  the  order  of  inquiry,  admitted  the  truth  of 
the  matters  and  things  therein  alleged  and  waived  a  hearing  thereon.  On 
October  18,- 1928,  respondent  was  ordered  to  cease  and  desist  from  doing  business 
as  a  market  agency  or  dealer  without  executing  and  maintaining  a  reasonable 
bond  to  suitable  trustees  to  secure  the  performance  of  his  obligations  incurred  as 
such  market  agency  or  dealer.

ECONOMY  IN  USING  PUBLICATIONS 


A  serious  shortage  of  funds  for  printing  during  the  present  fiscal  year  has 
necessitated  the  closest  scrutiny  of  printed  matter,  including  requests  for  new 
work  and  reprints  of  publications  and  forms.    In  order  that  the  bureau  may 
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keep  within  its  printing  allotment,  it  will  be  possible  to  publish  only  the  most 
essential  printed  matter.  All  offices  of  the  bureau  can  assist  materially  in  this 
situation  be  preventing  waste  wherever  possible.  This  applies  particularly  to 
the  distribution  of  free  publications,  which  should  be  limited  only  to  persons 
who  have  actual  need  for  the  literature.  Although  every  effort  will  be  made 
to  see  that  requests  from  field  officers  for  publications  are  filled  as  fully  as  pos- 
sible, such  requests  should  not  call  for  more  publications  than  are  actually 
needed.
